Barry charged that MeConnell, with

Today's. Health Question 


Q,—I would appreciate Informa- 


tion about headaches, their causes, 


• etc. 


A.—Headache is not a disease, 


but a symptom. It is merely a 
signal that something is "wrong 
somewhere. Treating headache as 
such is always a mistake. First 
step must be to search for the 
cause. This can be done only by 
a physician through a complete ex- 
amination and, perhaps, additional 
study by laboratory methods. Some 
common causes of headache are 
eyestrain, digestive 
disturbances 


(so-called billiousness), constipa- 
tion, disease in the nose or the 
sinuses communicating with it, 
infections in various parts of the 
body (for example, the teeth), or 
acute infections like colds and in- 
fluenza. Rarely there may be se- 
rious conditions, such as brain tu- 
mors. There is also a type of head- 
ache known as migraine, which is 
a condition in itself. Dosing a 
headache with drugs is worse than 
useless.

Uncle Sam is growing. The Farmers 


of the Declaration of Independence 
little dreamed of this growth, as is 
shown by a fact known to all of us. 
The early law makers provided for 
months to elapse afler Iho vote for 
President was taken and before the 
electoral college met. They did this 
because of the distances the electors 
had to travel. There were no means 
of quick cotnmunicalion. Today we 
know who has been elected President 
within a few hours after thc polls 
close. 


Although we may listen.to the elec- 


tion returns over Ihe radio we must 
nol forgel lhat the news travelled lo 
the broadcasting station over the wires 
strung on forest trees which have been 
transformed into telegraph nnd tele- 
phone poles. 


Just as telegraph poles marked the 


westward ndvnnce of civilization, so 
other products have kept pace with 
Uncle Sam's growlh, and made il pos- 
sible. As he grew he had to have more 
houses: down came Ihe trees. He had 
to have more barns: down cnme .the 
trees. He had to build schools and 
churches: down came the trees. He 
wanted wood to make music and toys 
tor those homes: down came the trees. 
He had to have farm implements: 
down came the trees. The only fuel 
he knew for years was wood: down 
came more Irees. Coal was found and, 
strange as you may think it, there 
was a great demand for wood because 
of this discovery .

•*• ending t'o the power ot Sultan 
Mohammed Vl of Turkey, for it 
left him only a fifth of his former 
dominions, brought a revolt that 
threatened even that residue, and 
flftnlly caused him to flee before 
the advance of the nationalist 
leader, Mustaplia Kemal, now presi- 
dent of Turkey. 


Mohammed VI succeeded to the 


throne of Turkey and the rula of 
all Islam on July 3,1918. On Nov. 
1C, 1922, he soujjht refuge on a 
British warship, which took him to 
Malta. He finally, settled in the 
Italian village of San Remo, where 
he died, !ilay 16, 1926, still hoping 
for return of his power. 


When the sultan fled Constanti- 


nople, it is said he left a harem ot 
150 wives and a family ot 326 chil- 
dren, only 56 of whom were sons. 
Few of his wives followed' him in- 
to exile, some took other husbands, 
the rest went 
back to their 
homes, or 
to 


work.

"intensive" crop acreage—such as cot- 
ton, corn or wheat—for each county, 
bii-icd on past acreage and produc- 
tion records. 


After the appraisals, the boards and 


associations would establish "stand- 
ards of performance." These would 
designate the number of acres which 
should be planted in soil conserving 
crops 
on each farm. Farmers who 


complied with these standards would 
remove ((rants from the federal gov- 
ernment. 


The basis for making the grant prob- 


ably would be determined 
by 
tho 


number of acres planted in the "ex- 
tensive." or soil conserving crops. 


One major difference In this pro- 


posed program and the AAA would be 
that the new plan would include ev- 
ery farm in the United States. Grants 
would be made only to farmers who 
met the "standards of performance." 
Tho AAA made payments only to 
farmers who signed contracts to ad- 
just acreage.
